Settler girl was killed by 
bullet from guard’s rifle

Tirza Porat, the girlsiain Wednes- 
day at the West Bank village of 
Beita, was killed by ἃ bullet fired 
from the rifle of Romam Aldubi, 
one the two guards who accompa- 
nied the hikers from Elon Moreh 
who were attacked in the village, 
security sources confirmed 
yesterday. 

The sources said an autopsy on 
Porat’s body found a bullet in her 
head, and it was not clear whether 
she bad been also hit by a rock. 

Porat may have been hit by a stray 
bullet fired by Aldubi during the 
clash with the vi . The gun 
may have gone off when Aldubi was. 
struck on the head by a woman 
wielding a rock, and it may have 


been fired during a scuffle between 

Aldubi and assailants who siezed the 

rifle, according to the sources. Al- 

dubi remains unconscious and in se- 

tious condition in the neurosurgery 

ata at Hadassah Hospital in Ein 
erem.

The IDF blew up 13 houses at 
Beita over the weekend, during an 
intensive security sweep in and 
around the village. Military sources 
said the homes belonged to persons 
supected of “physically participating 
in the attack on the children, or who 
led and incited the attack.” A i4th 
house was demolished on grounds 
that it was built ilegally, the sources 
said. 

Troops shot and killed a villager 
who fled from them during searches 
near the village, military sources 
said. The sources said the villager 
had ignored orders to stop and 
warning shots fired in the air and at 
his legs. Palestinian sources identi- 
fied him as Issam Bani Shamsa, 14.

Speaking in her Jerusalem office, 
Shenhav wakes it clear that her ar-

“It’s clearly anti-halachic to beat 
your wife, there’s no question about 
it.” says Shenhav. But sometimes 
there's no one in the courtroom who 
Will say so. 

Nor does Halacha decree the exis- 
tence of agunot (women whose bus- 
bands will not grant them a religious 
divorce), of which Na’amat esti- 
“mates there are some 8,000 in Israel. 
These women are “anchored” to 
men, some of whom are violent and/ 
or in jail. On the contrary, Shenhav 
emphasizes, Halacha —the vast 
of law based on the Tora, the Tal- 
sud and 2.000 years of responsa — is 
replete with examples of concern for 
such problems as agunot, deserted 
wives and possible solutions. The 
Talmud clearly states that “because 
of the issue of desertion, the rabbis 
acted leniently *,(Yevamot 88a).

“What 
we're arguing is that the rabbis 
should use that legimitate halachic 
tool,” says Shenhav, “so we 
going into court and asking for it.” 


PROGRESS within the rabbinical 
court system is slow and painful but 
last August, Shenhav won an order 
for a compulsory get. Since in that 
case, the man was already in jail 
serving a life sentence, she asked 
that solitary confinement be used as 
a means of coercion. “The rabbini- 

~cal court agreed to it and that's real- 
ly a precedent,” she says.

In 1986 Na’amat commis- 
sioned Dr. Ariel Rosen-Zvi of the 
Tel Aviv University law faculty to 
research Israel's personal status 
laws and the status of women in the 
rabbinical courts. Among Rosen- 
Zvi's findings were a number of 
faults in court procedure, 

“Often a decision is reached be- 
fore proper evidence is heard or be- 
fore claims and counter-claims can 
be made. Rulings may be given de- 
spite the absence of all parties con- 
cemed and without any substantia- 
tion. In other cases rulings can take 
months or even years before being 
handed down,” he wrote. 

One of the ironies of the rabbini- 
cal court system is that women can 
appear as lawyers but not as wimess- 
es. “I’ve had to chuckle when 
they've run past me in the hall out- 
side the courtroom. desperately 
looking for any male to serve as 2 
witness.” says Shenhav. “Any man 
is good enough [as a witness] but a 
woman licensed to practise law in 
the State of Israel isn't.” 

Rosen-Zvi also recommended 
that women be on the committee 
that appoints rabbinical court 
judges. This committee is made up 
of representatives of the Knesset, 
the Bar Association and civil court 
judges ~ all bodies that comprise 
women. “So there's no reason for 
women not to be on the appoint- 
ment committee,” says Shenhav, 
“and this too is a matter for public 
awareness and pressure.” 
WOMEN WHO constitute such a 
Jarge proportion of the rabbinical 
courts’ clientele should have some- 
thing to say about the judges’ quali- 
fications, adds Shenhav. She thinks 
that Judges should have, at the 
least, a minimal secular education 
and a matriculation certificate -- 
however, many don’t.

The judges should also have expe- 
rience as neighbourhood or Army 
rabbis, she says. “They should know 
what life is like for the average Is- 
raeli family and the problems that 
arise when there's ἃ divorce." 

They should have enough of a 
grounding in psychology to evaluate 
the testimony of psychologists and 
social workers. “How can they de- 
cide that a case's outcome is, as the 
Jaw requires, in the best interests of 
the child without this basic 
knowledge?” 

Last and by no means least, Shen- 
hav believes, the judges should rec- 
ognize the State of Israel and its 
laws. “Some sitting rabbinical court 
judges don’t recognize any of the 
laws passed by the Knesset which 
invoive division of property, custo- 
dy of children and child support.” 
Talmudic training is of course im- 
portant, she adds, but that should 
not be a judge's only qualification. 

Moreover some rabbinic scholars, 
such as Rabbi Shlomo Riskin of 
Efrat. see no halachic argument 
against women serving as rabbinic 
court judges says Shenhav. “After 
all Devorah was 2 judge.” 

HOW CAN an entrenched system 
like the rabbinical court be 
changed? 

Orthodox and non-Orthodox 
women should work together and 
“not let up on the pressure,” says 
Shenhav. 

She adds that she frequently 
speaks at religious girls’ high schools 
and is often “appalled” by the stu- 
dents" lack of information. 

“They may be learning a lot of 
things but one thing they're not 
learning about is personal status law 
which, for women, is probably the 
Most important area of halacha,” 
she says. 

Shenhav is convinced that intro- 
ducing change in the rabbinical 
courts is a political issue: “You can 
argue for equality all you want, but 
unless you get people into the places 
where they make decisions, you 
won't get anywhere.”

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Moving towards the brink 


THE TRAGEDY that occurred on Wednesday in the village 
of Beita, near Nablus, could easily have turned into a disaster 
of catastrophic dimensions. Were it not for the interference 
and restraining influence of a considérable number of Arab 
villagers, the death toll’among the Jewish teenagers from the 
nearby settlement of Elon Moreh might have been far higher 
than the tragic killing of 15-year-old Tirza Porat. 

Given the steadily increasing and often unbearable tension 
between the Jewish settlers in Judea and Samaria and the West 
Bank's rioting Palestinians, the tragic events at Beita were 
almost bound to happen. i 

{tis to the credit of the Chief of General Staff Dan Shomron 
that, while condemning the brutal outrage, he also immediate- 
ly stressed the fact that Beita villagers themselves restrained 
the wild mob of young Palestinians, protected and sheltered 
some of the Jewish pupils and alerted Arab ambulances from 
Nablus to evacuate the wounded. The same point was made 
the following morning by Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

That, of course, did not have any impact on the Jewish 
settlers and their political supporters, who seem determined to 


‘make maximum political capital out of this tragic and most 


unfortunate incident. One of their foremost leaders, Benny 
Katzover, whose own daughter was saved by Beita villagers, 
inunediately blamed the army for what he termed as the ΠΕ 5 
far too lenient and restrained attitude towards the rebellious 
Palestinians. Addressing hundreds of settlers who rushed to 
the area, Katzover virtually encouraged them to take revenge 
action by stating that a‘‘situation has been created that cannot 
be controlled.” Were it not for the firm hand of the army, the 
settlers’ threats of revenge might have materialized. 

Their response and immediate demand is quite simple: Let 
the government put up another 27 settlements in the West 
Bank without delay, so that the Palestinians should know 
whose land this really is. To press this demand, members of 
the nationalist camp, supported by Tehiya leaders, assembled 
over the weekend in protest action in front of the prime 
minister's residence, despite the Passover holiday. 

It is one thing if the Jewish settlers and other nationalist 
extremists are trying to push the already tense situation further 
towards the brink, in order to serve their own purpose. It is an 
entirely different matter, however, if cabinet ministers them- 
selves engage in inciting rhetoric. That applies foremost to no 
other than the minister who is supposed to be in charge of the 
country’s justice. Mr. Avraham Shirir, as is his wont, had an 
immediate answer to the Beita tragedy, without even trying to 
check the facts. He called upon the government to raze the 
village of Beita and expel all rioters from the territories. His 
call was echoed by Religious Affairs Minister Zevulun Ham- 
mer, a founder of the Gush Emunim settlers movement, who 
said that a village like Beita had no place on earth. 

Had they bothered to check the facts, they might have had 
second thoughts. The picture emerging, following a thorough 
investigation by the army, shows that the hikers themselves, or 
rather one of their armed escorts, are not entirely blameless. 
First of all, their outing was not coordinated beforehand with 
the army, despite the tense situation in the Nablus region. 
Dozens of other hikes in the West Bank during the holiday 
were in conjunction with the army and were complet- 
ed without incidents. 

Moreover, one of the teenagers’ armed escorts, Romam 
Aldubi, who was unfortunately gravely injured, was banned 
for six months from entering the Nablus area because of his 
involvement in earlier shooting incidents. It was he who fired 
the first shots, against the better advice of the second, ‘older 
armed escort, which killed a young Beita villager and appar- 
ently set off the tragic chain of events on Wednesday. 

The wild and brutal action of a relatively small crowd of 
Beita villagers, including the mother and sister of the killed 
Palestinian, must be condemmed and punished in no uncertain 
terms. But just as many other villagers made every effort to 
contain the tragedy as it was happening, responsible leaders of 
the national camp must ketp events from moving further 
towards the brink. 

The tragedy at Beita contained all the elements of the 
greater tragedy that has been unfolding in the territories 
during the past four months. Its only answer is reason, re- 
Straint and a political solution. :
